_ THE ELECTIONS 

It is now evident the Democrats, in the elec- 
tions of Tuesday, suffered heavy losses, both 
in congress and in the governorships of‘ the 
various states. The return of the Republicans 
to respectable regresentation in the seats of the 
politicians ae a presidential campaign in 
1940 which will, once again, array two great 
parties of reasonably equal strength against 
each other. 

In the political sense the loss of approxi- 
mately. a dozen state governorships by the 
Democrats is probably more vital than the loss 
of eight or ten places in the senate and half a 
hundred or more in the house of representa- 
tives. The party retains a workable majority 
in both houses, though it is certain administra- 
tion sponsored legislation will no longer meet 
such easy sailing. 

However, it is the governors who have most 
to do with patronage within the states. Fed- 
eral officeholders, true, look to their congres- 
sional representatives for recommendation and 
appointment, but the state jobs are more 
numerous and, hence, more influential in build- 
ing up the state machine. It is the governors 
who control the state patronage and, in some 
instances, have strong influence even on fed- 
eral job allotments. 

It is probably well for the country as a whole 
that the opposition party has gained strength. 
In the democratic form of government an alert, 
active opposition is necessary to provide the 
criticism, the grindstone of debate, for the prov- 
ing and the perfecting of administration pro- 
grams. 

One condition which is self-evident in the 
entire country today, however, is, regardless of 
future triumphs or defeats for Democrats or 
Republicans, the New Deal has contributed 
valuable things to the American system of gov- 
ernment, reforms which are now accepted as 
settled fact by both parties alike and which 
even the most virulent of New Deal opponents 
would not dream of attacking. 

Added to the fundamentals of government 
duties, in the American conception, since the 
New Deal came into power are such things as 
government guarantees of security in old age 
and in periods of unemployment; federal relief 
for the unemployed; government supervision 
of securities and the security markets; federal 
guarantee of the right of collective bargaining 
and government aid and relief for farmers. 
These things, new only a few years ago, are 
today conceded by all shades of opinion to be 
rooted so firmly in the American plan they 
never will be abandoned. What forms they 
ultimately may take no man knows, but they 
are here to stay. So much, at least, the New 
Deal has permanently given to the country. 

Neither Republican candidates nor conserva- 
tive Democrats made any of these things the 
issue in the campaigns now ended.

HAVE WOMEN TAKEN MEN’S JOBS? 


The recent federal unemployment census 
seemingly emphasized the old contention that 
the large number of women working was the 
cause of excessive unemployment among men. 
But the only argument to sustain such a belief, 
according to the research division of the Na- 
tional Industrial Conference Board, is based 
on the bare fact that women formed a larger 
proportion of those employed and those seek- 
ing jobs at the time the census was taken than 
in 1930. 

This increase in the number of gainfully 
employed women has nothing to do with unem- 
ployment among men, the conference board 
contends. The increase has resulted from the 


‘necessity of supplying larger working forces in 
new types of service requiring female employes, . 


as well as in the expansion of old employments 
for female workers. 

The unemployment census, which was com- 
pleted in November, 1937, indicated that women 
workers constituted 25.13 per cent of the em- 
ployed as compared to 22.02 per cent in 1930. 
The percentage of women looking for jobs was 
also greater. These figures have been assumed 
by many observers to mean if a certain num- 
ber of women stopped working men could step 
into the vacated jobs and there’d be no fur- 
ther unemployment among men. 

_ But this is entirely at variance with the 
facts, said the board, because the percentage 
of male workers in the total population has 
been approximately the same since 1870. The 
increase in the number of women workers has 
therefore not been at the cost of employment 
to men, but simply represents an increase in 
the total working force of thé nation. In the 
years leading up to 1930 it would have been im- 
possible to attain the level of industrial produc- 
tion without female employes, it is contended. 

Two factors were suggested to explain why 
more women were employed in November, 1937, 
than in 1930, while total male employment de- 
clined. First there has been more activity in 
occupations where female workers predominate 
than in those where practically all the em- 
ployes are male workers. The restaurant busi- 
ness and other service trades employing women 
were less affected by the depression than heavy 
industries and construction, which employ men 
workers almost exclusively. 

The other factor, brought out by the unem- 
ployment census and pointed to by the board, 
is that over 3,000,000 women would not be 
working at all or hunting jobs, but would be 
married, if conditions in the industries which 
employ men almost entirely were up to normal. 

Many of the nation’s most thoughtful peo- 
ple are inclined to the belief that the points 
brought out by the conference board are cor- 
rect. A general normal revival in business, free 
from further political interference, would very 
likely unravel many of the country’s most ex- 
asperating economic puzzles. 


KEEP SIGNS OFF LAMPPOSTS 

The proposed leasing of Atlanta’s white way 
posts for advertising must have been given ap- 
proval, by council, without full consideration. 
It is not reasonable to believe that city council, 
had it taken time to consider all angles of the 
plan, would have voted in favor of the sugges- 
tion. 

Civic organizations, led by the Woman's 
Club and other groups of women leaders, waged 
a long fight to prohibit advertising signs of all 
descriptions from the posts on the city streets. 
That fight was ultimately successful, thereby 
ending a condition which had been an eyesore 
and a cause of litter for many years. 

News reports have not told, in detail, the 
type of advertising which it is now proposed to 
permit on the white way posts, but regardless 
of type it should not be allowed. It would be 
a retrogression in the long campaign for a more 
beautiful, more attractive city. 

The trend nowadays in all modern communi- 
ties is toward limitation of advertising signs on 
the public thoroughfares. Some have prohibit- 
ed all advertising except that actually upon 
the premises of the advertiser. 

Regardless of other practices, however, the 
placing of advertising upon light posts is sym- 
bolic of the small town or village and is not 
commensurate with Atlanta’s dignity as the 
metropolis of the southeast. 

It is to be hoped Mayor Hartsfield will veto 
the permit passed by council, And it is ex- 
tremely probable that, given the chance to re- 


consider, council itself would reverse its posi- 
tion.

BOARDS OF CENSORS It is proposed that a newly created 


board of censors shall prevent the 
play, “Tobacco Road,” from appearing in Atlanta, Georgia. 

I have not seen the play for the very good reason that on the 
several occasions I had opportunities to see it, I preferred to see 
other available plays. I have read the bogqk. I know the play 
has played in more than 100 cities and has return engagements in 
many of them, including cities in Virginia and North Carolina. 
The play deals with subject matter which I do not care to see on 
the stage. Therefore 1 will not go to see it. It seems to me that 
is the right ali people should have. 

Attendance is not obligatory. No one is compelled to go. Cen- 
sorship frightens me. The entire history of censorship in America 
has been an unhappy history. A few years ago boards of censors 
banned “The Sheik.” Now, it comes back as a semi-comedy. 
“Rain” was barred and then accepted. It 1s an old story. 

“Tobacco Road” has been circulated in our libraries. 

When the book appeared, the Augusta newspapers sent out in- 
vestigators who came back and said conditions as portrayed in the 
book did exist near August but they represented only a small frac- 
tion of a submarginal population group. 

“Tobacco Road” does exist. The locale is not so important. 
This play happens to have a Georgia background. It would fit just 
as well into the slums of New York or any other large city. It 
would be at home in any other rural slum area im any other state, 
The book makes no claim of general application. 

I have never cared to wade through a book which had its 
“motif” based on rape, incest and other kindred crimes. I do not 
care for the books which the Messrs. Caldwell and Faulkner have 
written on those subjects. They write well. They expose a social 
sore. 

To bar the play would, I believe, merely add to its drawing 
power; advertise it the more and, by inference place Georgia in the 
position of denying such conditions exist. 

I haven't the slightest desire.to see the play but prefer to be 
permitted to make my ewn decisions in such matters and not to 
have them made by somecne else. 

I just don’t like censorship. It leads ,if encouraged, to what 
has happened in Germany where a committee burns books in public 
squares; decides which music is to bé heard and what may be 
published in magazines and books. 

The Atlanta playgoers are intelligent enough and adult enough 
to make their own decisions. It is not a thing to be approached 
with passion.

There are many folksy radio programs. One of our most pop- 
ular myths or folk beliefs is that rural dialect indicates homely 
wisdom and virtue, and this leads to the frequent use of yokel 
grammar in programs designed to please the good. 

But the dialect and the tone of voice are the synthetic kind, 
never heard except on the stage, and they are so obviously put-on 
that even the city slicker knows they aren't Renuine. The artifi- 
cial sound in the best of them causes us to suspect their sincerity, 
so they win nothing more than the reward deserved by good play- 
acting. < 

But there is one folksy program, called Don McNeil’s Breakfast 
Club, which has won the hearts of millions in many lands; and its 
continued popularity after a run of six years still puzzles the wise 
guys of the show business. 

It isn’t a collection of brilliant and imposing stars, rehearsed 
and synchronized until every syllable clicks into place; it isn’t 
breathtaking or uproariously funny; and McNeil is neither conta- 
giously excited nor sophisticated, lordly and too, too suave. 

The musicians and singers are excellent craftsmen, but they 
don’t seem to be entertainers. They might be neighbors who sell 
groceries or insurance or medicine to pay expenses and meet to 
make music for the fun of it. 

Jack’s golden voice is that of a star, but he often reads a poem, 
faithfully accenting each ‘‘a” and “the,” and then he might be the 
Jones boy across the street. 


Don isn't a bored professional, but only a big, good-natured 
college man willing to try anything for the class. His jokes are the 
innocent kind we used to see in The Youths’ Companion. 

In short, it is a show by ordinary people like us. There is 
horseplay in the background, impromptu kidding, stammering over 
lines, and much spontaneous laughter. And there never has been 
an off-color joke or suggestive song in the show. 

If this seems a free ad for the other fellow’s business, it is only 
to point a moral—a moral that producers and publishers are 
strangely slow to learn. 

The shows and books that have the greatest success are clean 
stories about ordinary, decent people. If you please that kind of 
people, you are on top—for they are the biggest audience in the 


world.

_A newspaper woman, on one of my stops, 
tried to catechize me on the proper relationship 
between parents and their children.

It grew out 


of a remark I made that I was horribly neat, and 
she wanted to know if one could be too neat. 
Because I had nothing better to say, I answered, 
“Yes, if one nags one’s family too much on the 
subject, and makes life miserable for everyone.” 
Thereupon she asked if I had succeeded in mak- 


ing my children as neat as I was myself. 


She 


had brought her son down to meet me, so I 
gathered she found it very difficult to make him 


live up to her own standards. 


The answer, of course, is that having children 
is, perhaps, the beginning of an education for 
them, but it is certainly the beginning of an 


education for their parents. 


All their young ‘lives their parents are 


learning self-control, patience, a sense of values, how to respect 
other people's personalities and yet no neglect teaching some things 
which, if they are not learned young, must be learned in later life 


with far greater hardship. 


When these early years are over, this type of education comes 
to an end. The parents think they have done all they can do, in 
the way of home discipline and education, and a new phase of 


mutual education begins. 


Parents then find that, having developed 


individuals, they must permit those individuals to live their own 
lives, to have their own experiences, to make their own decisions, 
,and sometimes to make their own mistakes. 

I don’t know how other parents are, but I know that for myself, 
I can stand back and look at my children and what they do and 
think, once they are grown up, with a certain amount of objectivity. 
On the other hand, I know quite well that there is a bond between 
us, and that right or wrong, that bond could never be broken. I 
am proud of them when I think they have acquitted themselves 


well, regardless of what the rest of the world may think. 


Even 


when I disagree and feel impelled to tell them so, I know that I 


understand them better than 


anyone else, 


perhaps. They are 


always my children, with the right to call upon me in case of need. 

The greatest contribution the older generation can give, I think, 
to the younger generation, is the feeling that there is someone to 
fall back upon, more especially when the hard times of life come 


upon them. 
those hard times upon ourselves. 


That is so even when we know that we have brought

from one town, county or state, 
but from many states. The school 
adapts itself to the territory from 
which it draws. The girls finish 
training and leave. Many go 
home to ‘other cities or states. 
Many enter special fields in vari- 
ous localities. Few remain in the 


city where the school is located. 


Basis of Interest. 


“Thus they enter practice of 
their profession in localities where 
there are other alumnae of other 
schools. Girls from other schools 
practice where the school is lo- 
cated, they are accepted into the 


'alumnae, and at times have very 


little ‘interest in the program or 
interest in that particular alum- 
nae,
